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New Push for Détente 
Promised by Brezhnev 


‘Aid to ‘Progressive’ Forces 
_ Also a Priority, Party Told

MOSCOW, Feb, 24 (WP).—Communist party leader Leonid Brezh- 
nev, hafling Kremlin foreign policy, said today that the Soviet 
Union would pursue détente with “redoubled energy" while also sup- 
Porting “progressive" forces, including 
Greedom.” 


Addressing the opening session of the 25th Communist party 
congress in @ speech that represented Moscow's view of the inter- 
ational scene, Mr. Brezhnev said that the Kremlin would continue 
to “search patiently and consistently" for ways of “expanding peace- 
ful, mutually advantageous cooperation” with the West. 

Be asserted that better relations with the United States had 
been “decisive” in reducing the chances of another world war and 
listed completion of the SALT-2 agreement as first among the “vital 
tasks” inl a broad range of disarmament proposals intended to “deepen 


international détente.” 


At the same time, Mr. Brezhnev's speech repeatedly stressed Mos- 
cow's commitment to the “revolutionary-democratic, anti-imperialist” 
Movement and he mentioned the victories of Soviet-backed forces in 
Vietnam and Angola as proof “that nothing can crush the people's 


aspiration to freedom.” 


Mr. Brezhnev's foreign policy declaration was made in the open- 
ing two-hour sgh pine of his daylong report, which also contained a 
blunt analysis of shortcomings in the country’s economy and a call 
for internal ideological vigilance. Despite rumors about his failing 
health, the 68-year-old party leader seemed vigorous and did not 


visibly thre as the hours wore on. 


The speech did not signal any major departure in foreign policy.

Moscow Congress Brings Buying Spree 


MOSCOW, Feb. 24 CUPI).—As 
official Russia stelidly marks the 
opening of a new Communist 

‘ party congress. Muscovites are 
going on a shopping spree. 

Thanks to the largesse of gov- 
ernment planners marking the 
start of the congress, Moscow 
stores are filled with scarce goods 
for the first time in months. 

Thousands of ordinary Rus- 
slans—many arriving by bus from 
outlying areas, others bolting 
from office desks—jammed cen- 
tral Moscow yesterday in an un- 
restrained demonstration of the 
power of unfulfilled consumer 
demand. 

Shoppers emerged from stores 
wearing jubilant smiles and haul- 
ing expandiry string  hags, 
Satchels, briefcases and even 


Jarge suitcases filled to over~ 
flowing with their finds. 
At the GUM department store 


on Red Square an enormous line, 


spanning a city block materializ~ 
ed when sales clerks unpacked 
crates of Hungarian shoes. 
“Look, platform shoes" squeal- 
ed a teen-ager. The pace was 50 
fast that many women tried on 


among hundreds of women in the 
patient crowd, confessed that he 
was unsure about the wait.

While citing improvements in 
trade and in other economic ties 
with the West in the last five 
years, Mr. Brezhnev took another 
classic Marxist stance in discuss- 
ing the “crisis of capitaiism.” The 
developments of recent years, he 
said, “forcefully confirm that 
capitalism is a society without a 
future.”

Rockefeller Asks 
Full U.S. Finance 
Of Welfare Plans 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP). 
—Vice-President Rockefeller urged 
that the federai government be- 
gin fimancing 100 per cent of wei- 
fare programs throughout the na- 
tion “as rapidly as posible.” 

The former New York ξὺν» 
ernor also recommended that 
the federal revenue sharing to 
the states be-tied to a fixed 
percentage of federal income tax 
revenues coming from the states. 

The recommendations wero. 
made today at the winter meet- 
ing of the national governors’ 
conference. Mr. Rockefeller 
said, that they “do not purport 
to be Ford administration policy.” 

In urging that the full cost for 
welfare be picked up by the fed- 
eral government, the Vice-Presi- 
dent said that welfare recipicnts 
reccive $720 to $4,800 for a family 
‘of four depending on which sec- 
tions of the country they live in. 

“As the federal income tax sets 
uniform rates to take from people 
nationally. according to their in- 
come,” Rr. Rockefelier said, “sa 
the time has come when there 
should be uniform national rates 
te assist needy people. - 

“Something is wrong with our 
system when people migrate for 
welfare need rather than empioy- 
ment opportunities,” he said.

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The Nuclear Peril . 


| In the wake of Hiroshima, the release of 
nuclear energy was considered a two-faced 
‘phenomenon: a peril in war, a blessing for 
peace, The original U.S. plan, at a time 
when the United States shared its nuclear 
knowledge only with Britain, and had ἃ vir- 
tual monopoly of its practical application, 
was for a firm international control of all 
aspects of nuclear energy. That plan, as is 
- frequently forgotten today, was vetoed by 
. the Soviet Union and both military and 
civilian manifestations of this enormous 
‘source of power spread to many parts of the 
world, and took on many shapes and gnises. 
- Now the simplistic notion that nuclear 
warheads are just another kind of weapon 
as been widely recognized as a fallacy po- 
tentially fatal for mankind. And the early 
optimism about the atom as ἃ cheap and 
safe source of energy has been subjected to 
increasing criticism. Whether malice or ac- 
cident should cause a nuclear explosion, the 
Tesults are recognized as vastly destructive. 
Moreover, especially since India, exploded its 
huclear device two years ago, it is acknowl- 


edged that the line between military and” 


civilian atomic power is too often hazy and 
easily transgressed. ; ; 

Yet, for ail the efforts to contain the peril, 
domestically and internationally, there is 
still no clear code, no agreed method, for 
doing so. ‘The United States and the Soviet 
Union may discuss and even limit strategic 


weapons, Self-denying and self-Hmiting 
treaties may be signed; an International 
Atomic Energy Agency may be set up in 
Vienna to draw up safeguards. But ques- 
tions of national prestige and trade still 
made any dverali approach practically im- 
possible. And the smaller states still tended 
to regard nuclear weapons as their “equa- 
liger”—the terms used in the American West 
for the six-shooter that put Httle men on 2 
par with big men. 

So there is the irony of ἃ secret agree- 
ment among seven industrialized nations on 
four principles that are to govern sales of 
nuclear materfals and equipment, m the 
hope that peaceful nuclear energy may be 
fostered without the threat of too many fine 
gers on too many buttons in the military 
area. 

The secrecy 15 ironical in that its motiva- 
tion 15 so narrow and nationalistic, consider- 
ing the global naturé of the peril. But the 
fact of the agreement represents a genuine 
advance toward acceptance of the painfal 
truth that stewardship of nuclear energy is 
as heavy a responsibility as any government 
ean assume. And perhaps—there 15 a large 
and very shaky question mark here—thé 
existing stewards can lead the way fo an 


open, effective and international control of © 
the gun man holds against his temple, that .

some safe, beneficent use. : 


Illegitimate 


Tn the words and pictures flowing out of 
China these days, Richard M. Nixon looks 
for all the world like a private traveler im- 
personating a U.S. president. Everything 
Sbout that trip is mischievous. 

In trying to regain a position of political 
Influence, Nixon has allowed the rolers of 
the People’s Republic of China to use him 
to undercut some of the views and policies 
of the Ford administration which they re- 


sent. The appearance of the deposed pres- _ 


ident at what have clearly been staged as 
top-level banquets and meetings is deliber~ 
ately designed to suggest that he speaks 
with an authority that transcends a nostalgic 
Teturn to the site of former giory. 

Perhaps the Chinese part in this perfor- 
mance of shockingly bad tasté can be ration- 


alized on the ground that Peking is gen-. 


ninely ignorant of the U.S. people’s percep- 
tion of legitimate leadership. Those who 
planned this visit may simply not under- 
stand that the events that forced Nixon’s 
resignation have deprived him of any claim 
to even the ceremonial role of former 
president. 

It is because the normalization of rela- 
tions with China, set in mofion four years 
ago through Nixon's admirable - initiative, 
continues to be so crucial to the national 
interest and to world peace that this diplo- 
matic misadventure is so deplorable. Pe- 
King’s misuse of Nixon, to which the former 
president has willingly lent himself, does

little to advance future negotiations with 
the only authorized representatives of the 
US. people—the legitimate spokesmen of the 
US. government. What would .Chinese offi- 
cialdom think if the White House engineered 
a joumey to the United States by Teng 
Bsiao-ping (on the assumption he could be 
found) as a means of administering a public 
rebuke to the present regime? 

If some of the subtleties of U.S. represen- 
tative government may be alien to China's 
rulers, they are surely understood by their 
guest. After a lifetime spent in U.S. politics, 
Nixon knows that his trip amounts to 
nothing less than complicity in Peking’s 
obvious efforts to underscore its disagree- 
ments with the Ford administration, par- 
ticularly over U.S. relations with the Soviet 
Union; and even perhaps to intrude : into 
US. domestic politics on the eve of the New 


primaries. ἢ 

It is regrettable that Nixon’s insensitivity 
toward such matters appears to-have been 
given some semblance of propriety by Secre- 
tary of State Kissinger’s misguided invita- 
tion to Nixon to brief US. officials on his 
experiences—in contradiction of President 
Fard’s previous and entirely proper rejection 
of such an elevation of citizen Nixon to offi-. 
cial rapporteur. 

The U.S. people have made it unmistak- 
ably clear that they no longer wish to be 
represented by Nixon. in Washington—or in 
Peking.

The U.S. in Disarray 

Accustomed as we are to rational explana- 
ons, to some psychological verisimilitude 
which places interest among the major mo- 
tives for our acts, we remain perplexed in 
the face of the disconcerting psychodrama 
which seems thoroughly to be agitating the 
United States.
